a shimmering 
silv er crescent, loomed larger 
and larger as their home planet 
shrank in the distance. 
At 
8:38 
a.m., 
astronau ts 
Charles Conrad Jr., Richard F. 
Gordon Jr. and Alan L. Bean 
zipped throu gh a so-called “ twi­ 
light zone” in which the grav ita­ 
tional influ ence of the earth and 
moon is eq u al. 
Once across this inv isible line, 


lu nar 
grav ity took 
hold 
and 
Apollo 12’s speed accelerated 
after 
slowing to 
abou t 1.500 
miles an hou r on the long ou t­ 
ward 
coast. 
The 
ship was 
211,322 miles from earth and 
38.933 miles from the moon. 
The speed will increase to 
abou t 5.7 00 miles an hou r as the 
astronau ts 
loop 
behind 
the 
moon's 
back side 
tonight. 
At 
10:4 7 p.m. they are to fire Yan­ 
k ee Clipper’s big engine to whip 
into lu nar orbit. 
The spacemen were asleep as 
they entered the lu nar sphere of 
influ ence. They retired at 7 :15 
a.m. for a 10-hou r rest period 
after Conrad and Bean inspect­ 


ed the cabin of the lu nar landing 
craft for 45 minu tes and report­ 
ed it in ex cellent condition. A 
schedu led eight-hou r rest period 
was ex tended to 10 hou rs when 
the near-perfect flight allowed 
an afternoon midcou rse change 
to be canceled. 
They will attem pt to steer the 
lander, called Intrepid, to a pin­ 
point landing in a 4 00-foot-wide 
circle on the moon’s Ocean of 
Storms 
early 
Wednesday 
to 
open a new era of discov ery , the 
first detailed ex ploration of the 
lu nar su rface. 
Conrad 
and 
Bean 
carried 
along a telev ision camera to 
transmit liv e color pictu res of 


their transfer throu gh a three- 
foot connecting tu nnel into the 
cabin of the fragile, fou r-legged 
v ehicle. 
As Conrad and Bean mov ed 
into the lu nar modu le for the 
familiarization check , the cam­ 
era watched. 
Inside the lander cabin, the 
astronau ts beamed pictu res of 
the control panels, the back 
pack s they 'll wear on the moon, 
window mark ings that will help 
them land on the moon and du st 
particles floating in weightless­ 
ness. 
Throu gh 
one 
window 
they 
showed 
the 
receding 
earth, 
abou t three- q u arters in dark ­ 


ness. And throu gh another they 
pictu red the moon, a thin sliv er 
of light. 


Becau se of the early hou r, 
telev ision network s taped the 
show for later broadcast. 


Conrad and Bean 
made two 
earlier u nschedu led trips into 
the landing craft after their 
lau nching Friday to search for 
possible damage from an elec­ 
trical su rge that momentarily 
k nock ed ou t some sy stems in 
the Yank ee Clipper. The power 
dropou t occu rred as the Satu rn 
5 pu shed Apollo 12 into space 
throu gh 
a driv ing rainstorm. 
Bu t ex perts do not believ e the 


problem was associated with 
the storm. 
The astronau ts reported no 
trou bles 
as 
they 
approached 
their tantalizing target. They 
were on su ch a perfect cou rse 
that the mission control center 
cancelled a cou rse correction 
engine 
firing 
that 
had been 
schedu led Su nday night. 
The only adv ice they sou ght 
from the grou nd was whether 
they cou ld eat tu na fish salad 
from 
a 
can 
that 
had 
been 
opened the day before. 
After consu lting doctors and 
others,

To SALT Talks 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
U.S. and Sov iet env oy s met to­ 
day to begin preparations for 
arms limitation talk s, and Pres­ 
ident Nix on told his delegation 
he hopes for a halt to the nu ­ 
clear arms race and ev entu ally 
its rev ersal. 
“ You are embark ing u pon one 
of the most momentou s negotia­ 
tions ev er entru sted to an Amer­ 
ican delegation,” Nix on said in 
a special message read by chief 
U.S. negotiator Gerard C. Smith 
at the opening of the talk s first 
proposed by President Ly ndon 
B. Johnson three y ears ago. 
Nix on declared a cu rb on the 
missile race wou ld help both the 
United States and the Sov iet Un­ 
ion withou t damaging their le­ 
gitimate defense needs. 
“Today ... y ou will begin 
what all of y ou r felow citizens 
in the United States, and, I be­ 
liev e, all people throu ghou t the 
world, profou ndly hope will be a 
su stained effort not only to limit 
the bu ildu p of strategic forces 
bu t to rev erse it . . . . 
“ We seek no u nilateral adv an­ 
tage. Nor do we seek arrange­ 
ments which cou ld be preju dical 
to the interests of third par­ 
ties.” 
Nix on said it is possible that 
both powers can carry ou t their 
defense responsibilities “u nder 
a mu tu ally acceptable lim ita­ 
tion and ev entu al redu ction of 
ou r strategic arsenals.” 
Chief Sov iet negotiator Vladi­ 
mir S. Semonov and Ahti Karja- 
lainen, foreign minister of the 
host Finnish gov ernment, joined 
in v oicing su port for the talk s. 
Semonov ’s 
statement 
was 
similar in some respects to Nix ­ 
on’s. 
He declared that Moscow is 
look ing for a limitation of stra­ 
tegic arms which wou ld be “not 
preju dicial” to either the Sov iet 
Union or the United States. 
He v oiced hope for achiev e­ 
ments from the talk s which 
wou ld be “not only in the mu ­ 
tu al interests of the Sov iet and 
American peoples bu t also other 
cou ntries of the world.’ 


The Finnish 
foreign 
minister 
said that by beginning the dis­ 
cu ssions, the two great powers 
“w hich are in control of the ma­ 
jor part of the nu clear arsenal 
of the world” hav e in part ac­ 
k nowledged “their 
su preme re­ 
sponsibility for the maintenance 
of international peace and secu ­ 
rity .” 
The setting was a 14 5 -y ear-old 
mansion in downtown Helsink i 
where the 
Ru ssian gov ernors 
general liv ed w hen Finland was 
part of the Czarist empire. Now 
it is u sed for gov ernment enter­ 
tainment. 
After the speechmak ing u nder 
telev ision lights in a chande- 
liered y ellow room, the diplo­ 
mats were to hav e a short pri­ 
v ate session in an adjacent blu e 
room adorned with mirrors and 
classical paintings. 
The seriou s bu siness begins 
Tu esday when the six -man So­ 
v iet delegation and the U.S. 
team of fou r negotiators, plu s 
adv isers and interpreters., hold 
their first secret meeting in 
a 
gu arded room at the American 
Embassy . 
On 
grou nds 
that 
secrecy 
show» their seriou sness abou t 
wanting to mak e progrès in the 
negotiations, 
both 
delegations 
hav e been telling newsmen no 
word will be pu t ou t abou t the 
su bstance of the talk s while 
they are u nder way . 
The no-talk edict on the Amer­ 
ican side was reportedly rein­ 
forced by instru ctions from Nix ­ 
on.

WASHINGTON (AP) - J a ­ 
pan’s Prime 
Minister Eisak u 
Sato arriv ed in Washington to­ 
day for talk s with President 
Nix on on the retu rn of Ok inawa 
to Japan. He ex pressed confi­ 
dence the v isit “ will prov e fru it­ 
fu l.” 
As be left Japan, an estimated 
7 00,000 
leftist 
stu dents 
and 
work ers demonstrated against 
his trip. 
Sato arranged to spend the 
day at the Japanese Embassy 
preparing for the formal start of 
talk s with Nix on on Wednesday . 
As he arriv ed, he issu ed a 
statement ex pressing hope the 
talk s wou ld lay a firm fou nda­ 
tion for continu ing relations of 
mu tu al tru st between the two 
leaders. 
Some 22,900 riot police and 
plainclothesmen 
gu arded 
the 
roads to Tok y o’s international 
airport. Another 3,000 men were 
deploy ed throu ghou t the term i­ 
nal bu ilding. 
Police reported no incidents 
at the rainswept airport. 
Bu t at Kamata, site of a rail­ 
way station IV2 miles from the 
airport, riot police fired tear 
gas and battled briefly with an 
estimated 2,500 stu dents try ing 
to reach the airport.

Sato, Foreign Minister Kiichi 
Aichi and other officials took 
helicopters to the airport to es­ 
cape the demonstrators.

wou ld deal chiefly w'ith the stor­ 
age of nu clear weapons at U.S. 
bases on Ok inawa and with u se 
of the base by B52 bombers aft­ 
er the island is retu rned to J a ­ 
pan. 


The United States reportedly 
has already agreed to retu rn 
Ok inawa and the other islands 
of the Ry u k y u archipelago by 
197 2. Bu t the U.S. gov ernment 
considers its bases on the island 
v ital to its defense plans for 
Vietnam and other Asian na­ 
tions. 


Japanese officials said Sato 
wou ld ask Nix on to remov e all 
nu clear weapons and B5 2s from 
Ok inawa and pu t the American 
bases on the island on the same 
statu s as U.S. bases in Japan.

sands of people were gassed in 
Washington by this gov ernment. 
Yesterday , hu ndreds of people 
were k illed in Vietnam by this 
gov ernment.

“Eight 
hu ndred 
thou sand 
came and left this city with only 
150 arrests and v ery few inju ­ 
ries.”

Mitchel, contending the gath­ 
ering 
had not been peacefu l, 
pointed to tw'o clashes between 
police 
and a militant fringe 
grou p of the antiwar protesters. 
Near the Sou th Vietnamese Em ­ 
bassy Friday night, and at the 
Ju stice

after the rally , the police u sed 
tear gas to rou t the sev eral 
thou sand militants. 


A total of abou t 130 persons 
were arrested in the two day s— 
only twro in connection with the 
main march and rally . Most 
were charged with disorderly 
condu ct and released on posting 
collateral. No seriou s inju ries 
were reported, and damage ap­ 
peared limited to sev eral dozen 
brok en windows.

—Form er Ambassador Joseph 
P. Kennedy , father of an Ameri­ 
can political dy nasty , was re­ 
ported near death today at his 
seaside home in the Kennedy 
compou nd on Cape Cod. 
His sole su rv iv ing son. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy , D-Mass., 
was at his bedside. 
His condition was described 
as “v ery low” by his son-in-law, 
Ambassador 
Sargent 
Shriv er, 
shortly before 8 a.m. 
“The end is only a m atter of 
hou rs away s,” Shriv er told a 
newsman after attending early 
morning Mass at St. Francis 
Xav ier Roman Catholic Chu rch 
in Hy annis. 
Kennedy , father of the late 
President John F. Kennedy , is 
81 and has been in poor health 
for eight y ears. 
He su ffered what a doctor 
said wras a minor heart attack 
ov er the week end. 
Shriv er said the former am­ 
bassador has been u nable to eat 
for sev eral day s. 
Shriv er and his wife, Eu nice, 
Kennedy ’s eldest dau ghter, flew 
here Su nday from Paris. Shriv - 
er 
is 
U.S. 
am bassador 
to 
France. 
Mrs. 
Rose 
Kennedy , 
m a­ 
triarch of the Kennedy clan, 
also attended Mass this morning 
at St. Francis Xaiv er’s. thou gh 
not with Shriv er. She entered 
the tiny chu rch q u ick ly , and re­ 
mained inside for sev eral min­ 
u tes after the serv ice was ov er. 
There was no word on whether 
Kennedy was consciou s, bu t one 
u nofficial sou rce said he was 
giv en the last rites of the Ro­ 
man Catholic Chu rch Su nday . 
Richard Cardinal Cu shing of 
Boston, 
a 
long-time 
family 
friend, said Su nday that he had 
receiv ed a telephone call from 
the family “adv ising me that he 
had 
a v ery seriou s setback , 
and it seems that the good Lord 
is abou t to tak e him in the fore­ 
seeable fu tu re.” 
Besides Edward and his fami­ 
ly and the Shriv ers, other mem­ 
bers of the family at the com­ 
pou nd inclu ded Patricia Kenne­ 
dy Lawford and Jean Kennedy 
Smith, whose hu sband Stephen 
also was there. 
Jacq u eline Onassis, widow of 
the late president, was en rou te 
back to the Cape from Eu rope. 
And a family spok esman said 
Ethel Kennedy , widow of the 
late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy , 
had been notified of the elder 


Kennedy ’s condition and might 
retu rn to the Cape also. 
Kennedy , a financier and one 
of the nation’s wealthiest men. 
was U.S. ambassador to Great 
Britain from 1938 to 194 0. 
He su ffered throu gh the loss 
of three of his fou r sons—Joseph 
P. Jr., his eldest, in a plane 
crash du ring World War II; 
John, felled by an assassin’s 
bu llet in 1963; and Robert, also 
k illed by an assassin in Los An­ 
geles in 1968. 
Tragedy also befell son Ed* 
ward last su mmer when his car 
plu nged into a pond on Chappa- 
q u iddick Island, sou th of the 
Cape, tak ing the life of Miss 
Mary Jo Kopechne. 
Family 
sou rces 
said 
that 
while Kennedy was told of Rob­ 
ert’s assassination—thou gh not 
immediately —he nev er was in­ 
formed of Edward’s accident. 
Kennedy su ffered a strok e in 
Palm Beach, Fla., Dec. 19, 1961, 
and has been partially para­ 
ly zed ev er since.

aly zed withou t a single Israeli 
soldier crossing the frontier,” 
said the English-langu age Jeru ­ 
salem Post, “and there is noth­ 
ing the Jordanians cou ld do to 
prev ent this from happening.” 
“ It is u nthink able that Israel 
will 
not repay the attack ers 
with a strong hand,” comment­ 
ed Haaretz.

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With all the talk about Moratoriums 
and New Mobilizations, America ns ha \e 
forg otten that they ha v e a country to de­ 
fend, which is precisely what the mov ers 
and shakers of the ma ss demonstrations 
want. The latter hav e forced the a dmin­ 
istration to meet them on their own 
g rounds and to wa ste its substance a n­ 
swering false cha rg es and load blasts. 
Vet week by week and month by month, 
the United States recedes from its posi­ 
tion of streng th and slips into the status 
of a secondary power. 
The facts are frig htening . 
Under Defense Secreta ry Robert Mc­ 
Na ma ra . the process of unilateral disa r­ 
ma ment beg a n—all in the na me of econ­ 
omy , 
while 
defense 
budg et 
went 
up. 
Now, under Defense Secreta ry Melv in 
Laird, the a rmed forces are being cut to 
the bone, with a billion and a half dollar 
sla sh in our defense budg et. The Air 
Force, for ex a mple, htts been ordered to 
reduce its ma npower drastically and to 
elimina te 300.000 hours of flig ht training 
— the training that ma de America n mili­ 
tary air power supreme in the past. 
Pentag on sources disclose that the 
U.S. Army , whose peak streng th during 
the Vietna mese War has been 19 div i­ 
sions. will be cut back to 12 div isions. 
The Sov iet Union, talking ‘ pea ce.” has 
140 div isions and they are being rapidly 
modernized. Of the present U.S. div ision­ 
al streng th, it can be noted that ma ny 
units 
hav e 
been 
“ ca nniba lized” 
and 
would require 30 day s to be broug ht to 
comba t effectiv eness. 
The United States Na v y , which is 
ev ery da y confronted by a g rowing So­ 
v iet nav al a rm, is bleeding at the jug u­ 
lar. More than 100 wa rships are in the 
process of decommissioning , with only 48 
new v essels being built to replace them. 
J a ne's Fig hting Ships, the most authori­ 
tativ e compendium on na v a l power, re­ 
ports that the Sov iets ha v e 1,575 ships 
of modern construction as opposed to 
8 9 4 U.S. ships. 
The subma rine, which is any na v y 's 
ma jor defensiv e method, is also being 
phased down by Secreta ry Laird. All con­ 
struction of missile-firing subma rines — 
our defense a g a inst a Sov iet sneak a t­ 
tack — has been stopped, thoug h the 
Sov iets hav e emba rked on a crash pro­ 
g ra m. 
This only scra tches the surdface. Se­ 
cret studies ma de by the Senate Pre­ 


pa redness subcommittee show that on 
ev ery front. 
U.S. military power has 
been reduced or dissipated. Thoug h Rep* 
Mendel Riv ers has increa sed the a dmin­ 
istration's 
shipbuilding 
prog ram 
from 
$2.3 billion. Secreta ry Laird has let it be 
known that he does not want the ex tra 
money . If it is appropriated, obv iously , 
he will not spend it. 
To ma ke ma tters ev en worse, the 
morale of the fig hting forces, particular­ 
ly those in Vietnam, has been steadily 
ebbing a wa y . Crosby Noy es, in dispatch­ 
es from Saig on for the Washing ton E v e­ 
ning Star, reports that “ ma ny of those 
who are fig hting in Vietna m hav e come 
to refer to parts of the America n press 
and some political leaders as 'the enemy ' 
. . . It has been hard for them to accept 
the fact that some America ns — includ­ 
ing some who hold positions of authority 
— should be a ctiv ely working ag ainst the 
success of the America n effort here . . . 
They ha v e come to realize that there are 
a 
considerable 
number of America ns 
who pra y that the wa r in Vietna m ma y 
be lost . . .” 
All this adds up to a situation that can 
spell tra g edy for the America n people 
and for the country they hav e created. 
To the New Left, this is jim dandy . They 
want to destroy this country , to subv ert 
it to the ends of Chinese or Sov iet Com­ 
munism — or to a v a g ue “ a na rchism” 
that will lead the wa y to a society in 
which they will wipe out the “ silent m a ­ 
jority ” and replace it with, perhaps, a 
king of hippies. 
The 
riots, 
the 
demonstrations, 
the 
scatolog ica l rhetoric, the g a mut of “ poli­ 
tics by confrontation'’ are desig ned to 
keep us so busy that we do not see what 
is happening about us. While the a v er­ 
ag e America n ag onizes about Moratori­ 
ums and Mobilizations, while he wring s 
his hands ov er the “ g eneration g a p,” or 
while he wa tches in bewilderment at the 
driv e by the New Left to increa se drug 
addiction, the country is g oing to Hell in 
a hack. 
What Is needed, of course, is a rea p­ 
praisal of the putativ e ills of our society 
and a cold hard look at our military pos­ 
ture both at home and abroad. There 
has been much wa ste, perhaps criminal 
waste, at the Pentag on, and it should* 
be ended. But to lower our g uard indis­ 
crimina tely in the fa ce of a dev eloping 
Sov iet threat is suicidal. 
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Hole in History 


It doesn’t happen just on telev ision. 
The v ery newspa per y ou are holding in 
y our hands will self-destruct—not in fiv e 
seconds but in about 50 y ea rs. 
Now the a v era g e newspa per reader 
ma y consider this to be an admirable 
thing , depending upon his opinion of the 
newspa per or of the news it prints. But 
is is distressing to schola rs researching 
historical documents dating from around 
World War I and before to hav e those 
documents crumble before their ey es. 
It seems that the nation had another 
information ex plosion about 100 y ea rs 
ag o and the dema nd for more paper for 
books, ma g a zines and newspa pers beg an 
outrunning the supply of linen and cotton 
rag s. It wasn't until the 18 8 0s that a new 
process for ma king paper from chem i­ 
cally processed wood pulp wa s introduc­ 
ed on a commercia l scale. 
Unfortunately , the life ex pecta ncy of 
this wood-based paper wa s and is 50 
v ears. By compa rison, the rag paper in 


ex isting copies of the Gutenberg Bible, 
printed more than 500 y ea rs ag o, is in 
nearly perfect condition. 


Microfilming is one solution to the 
ca se of the disappearing documents, but 
this is ex pensiv e, time-consuming and, 
in ma ny ca ses, too late. 


A simila r problem has afflicted the 
cinema tog ra phy profession, r e p o r t s 
America n Herita g e ma g a zine. Ma ster­ 
pieces of the first 60 y ea rs of motion pic­ 
tures hav e a lrea dy disappea red beca use 
of the deterioration of the nitrate-based 
film they were photog raphed on. The 
Aca demy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences has discov ered that it cannot 
a ssemble a complete file of Aca demy 
Award-winning films. 


A “ hole” has dev eloped in the con­ 
tinuity of history between the latter part 
of the 19 th century and our own time. A 
lot of v aluable thing s will be lost throug h 
that hole before it is plug g ed.

ter hostilities. An d Byrd found 
that the Japan ese n egotiatin g 
in the Kremlin quote Kosygin 
as statin g that the balan ce of

war “ is imperative for world 
peace 
today.” 
Soviet-min ded 
Kosygin gave the Japan ese a 
toothy scowl an d a total “ No” 
before they were even warm 
in their chairs. 


Byrd, although a stron g sup­ 
porter

relation s, question ed how this 
allows us to give up Okin awa 
safely while the Soviet does 
the reverse. “ That's the fun ­ 
damen tal question — an d dan ­ 
ger,” he told me.
